“‘In the schools of the cities, towns, suburban communities ana 
manufacturing and mining villages of the United States there are 
approximately 6,000,000 boys and girls between the ages of 9 and 
16. Most of them are idle.more than half the year, They are in 
school less than 1,000 hours in the year, and allowing ten hours a 
day for sleep, are out of school more than 4,000 waking hours, more 
than a average of nine hours a day, not counting Sundays.’’ There 
are national and state laws against employing them in factories, 
mills and mines. Many of them are forming habits of idleness and 
vice. Nearly all of them are economically unproductive. All of 
them consume, but not more than 10 per cent produce. 

‘*For 4,000,000 of these: children there is access to back yards, 
side yards, front yards and vacant lots which might be cultivated 
as small gardens for the growth of vegetables. and small fruits. 
Many live where space could be easily had for chickens, ducks or 
pigeons. And there are not less than 6,000,000 older boys and 
girls and adult men and women for whom an hour or two of work 
each day in a garden would be the best form of recreation and rest 
from the routine of their daily labor in office or shop or mill or 
mine, and who might easily find the time for it.”’ 

With intelligent direction, Dr. Claxton declares, these 10,000,000 
potential. gardners might easily produce an average of $75 each in 
vegetables and fruits for their own tables or for sale in their neigh- 
borhood. And:that would add $750,000,000 worth of the finest sort 
of food to the nation’s annual supply.

THE POTATO SPECIAL 

The Lehigh Valley Railroad has undertaken a fine bit of agri- 
eultural missionary work. Moved by the present scarcity of pota- 
toes generally, and believing that western New York and northern 
Pennsylvania have never realized their potato-growing possibilities, 
the railroad is sending out a special train thoroughly equipped for 
demonstrating the best methods of potato culture. It shows how to 
select seed, how to cut aad plant them, how to cultivate and spray 
the plants, and any other matters useful for prospective poto grow- 
ers to know. 

It’s the same sort of thing that has been done for years in the 
Northwest, by the railroads controlled by James J.- Hill, but it 
seems to be the first time an eastern railroad has taken up the idea. 
It isn’s purely philanthropic. A railroad naturally expects to get 
back, in freight payments, more than it expends in such develop- 
ment work. The more potatoes and other crops raised along the 
line, the more stuff there is to ship and the bigger the transportation 
profits. Almost any railroad could afford “to do the same thing, 
stimulating the production of agricultural products adapted to par- 
ticular localities along its right of way. 

Why, though, should such an enterprise be left for private cor- 

~ porations? Or when taken up by public agencies, why should ‘‘agri- 
cultural specials’’ be confined tothe few state governments that 
have so far adopted the plan? It is a proper and praise-worthy 
enterprise for any state. And the federal government itself ought 
to be doing a great deal of this sort of work.
